McHenry County, the City of McHenry, and CMAP launched an online survey and interactive mapping 
exercise to gather insights on existing issues and opportunities within the Fox River Corridor study area.

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Online Interactive Mapping  
As part of our online engagement, survey respondents were asked identify opportunities and 
improvement areas on a map of the Fox River Corridor. Pins were categorized into 8 different topics that 
respondents selected when they placed their pins. A total of 22 pins were dropped, majority of which 
were along the river in the City of McHenry. Other popular areas for opportunities/improvements 
included Moraine Hills State Park, Miller Riverfront Park, and the Stickney Run Conservation Area.
